Table. Some form of compression apparatus is highly essential 

for good radiographic results, and in the deep tissue work 
it is impossible to obtain the proper differentiation and detail with- 
out it. The Scheidel-Western Radiographic table and compression dia- 
phragm not only furnish a convenient table and absolutely rigid tube 
stand and perfect compression, but it also insures immunity from the 
rays, Whether they are used for diagnosing or therapeutics. (Note the 
lead glass head and diaphragm.) In this we have scored a decided ad- 
vance, as the many original features place us before competition. 

Two features are recognized as essential in producing first-class X- 
Ray pictures, They are compression, and the elimination of the so- 
called “S-Rays.” 

In considering an apparatus for this purpose, there are a number of 
essential features to be added to such an apparatus: namely, a shield for 
holding the X-Ray tube to prevent the X-Rays from passing beyond the 
holder other than in the direction focused and, at the same time enable 
the operator to sce the tube when excited; also to change position of 
the tube and diaphragm relative to compressor and patient; and to be 
able to remove the tube holder and compression apparatus from the 
table when the patient is being placed and then bring it back into proper 
position, and that the apparatus be so constructed that localization or 
stereoscopic work may be done with it. All of these features are incor- 
porated in this new equipment manufactured by the Scheidel-Western 
X-Ray Coil Company. 

Reference to the cut will show the varying attachments by which 
the tube and the compressor are placed at any angle or position relative 
to the table. 

The compressor is brought down in contact with the patient and 
compression obtained ky means of a worm gear working in a rack, The 
tube with its attachments may “a turned at right angles so that the 
chest of a patient sitting on the end of the table may be diagnosed by 
means of a fluoroscope at the same time affording both the patient and 
operator full immunity from the X-Ray other than that which passes 
through the focal parts of the apparatus. 

In the dise directly under the glass tube shield holder there is an 
arrangement provided by which diaphragms of different sizes may be 
inserted. These diaphragms have circular openings of the right size to 
enable pictures to be taken on plates eight by ten to cleven by fourteen 
and cover nearly full size of the plate, providing the focal distance of 
the tube is maintained at twenty inches from the table. In kidney and 
gall stone work, the compressor is essential: while for chest work the 
compressor may be removed and exposure made by using the diaphragm 
which eliminates the S-Rays. The whole mechanism is arranged to 
travel back and forth by means of a serew, having a crank and handle at 
one end of table; any child can operate both mechanisms. 

The Scheidel-Western outfit satisfies the long felt want for a simple 
and convenient equipment which is operated solely from one side of the 
table, allowing the opposite side-free of encumbrances. It is hand- 
somely finished throughout with brass lacquered work and black enamel 
striped. The table shown in the cut is heavily made, having a piano 
mahogany finish. With the leaf down it is four feet long and with the 
leaf extended, six feet. It stands twenty-eight inches high, a con- 
venient height for placing crippled patients.

HE “Centrifugal” mereury interrupter derives its name from the 
scientific action of rotating bodies, in which the heaviest molecules 
travel toward the circumference of the revolving body, and if not 
confined, are thrown from it with great force. Correspondingly, lighter 
molecules will travel toward the circumference of a revolving body, but 
not with sufficient force to displace the heavier ones. 

In the “Centrifugal,” we have confined a heavy body, “Mercury,” 
and a lighter body, “Oil.” When the pot in which these two elements 
are confined is rotated, the heavy mercury body at once seeks the 
greatest circumference of the pot in which it is confined, and in this 
case a mercury channel is prepared for its reception, and in this it forms 
a belt or band of solid mercury, having equal thickness and density. 
The oil, being lighter, forms another belt or film covering it. 

Inside the rotating bands of mercury and oil is placed a disk 
mounted on ball-bearings and on diametrically opposite sides of which 
are placed platinum points. These points are connected through the 
bearing supporting the disk, which in turn connects with a rod passing 
to the outside of the pot. 

By adjusting the disk so that its circumference comes in contact 
with the revolving band of mercury, motion is immediately imparted to 
it by friction, and its rotation will alternately place the platinum points 
in and ont of electrical contact with the mercury, thus giving two makes 
and breaks for each revolution. The depth of contact is regulated by 
an eccentric mounting of the disk connected with the rod which passes 
to the outside of the pot.

Three Point Electrolytic Interrupter. This style of Interrupter 

has many advantages over the old Single Point, owing to the 
greater range of application both in Radiography and Therapeutic uses, 
particularly noticeable in the latter case where prolonged treatments are 
necessary. 

The three electrodes are of different sizes and are used relatively 
with the windings of the primary so as to give greater or less volume of 
current according to the application being made. When great volumes 
of current are necessary for radiographic work, a heavy platinum point 
is used; for medium or lighter work, a medium platinum point and for 
therapeutic purposes, a fine platinum point. As above stated, for pro- 
longed treatments the fine platinum point is used and will operate the 
machine on one-fourth the current consumed by the larger point. The 
economy of this is obvious. 

In conjunction.with the change of inductance the rate of interrup- 
tions is also varied according to the size of the point used; or in other 
words the area of the platinum exposed to the solution. This all assists 
materially in balancing conditions. 

There is no doubt that by using our present Three Point Electro- 
lytic Interrupter there is a great saving in tubes over the former Single 
Point type. In fact, we can recommend that one of these Three Point 
Interrupters will save its cost in tubes during the course of a year's use 
on an active machine.
